the country. Only Greeks, Turks and 
Albanians are' permitted

Secures New Writ 
Justice Bijur late last-night signed 
a second writ of habeas-corpus-bring- 
ing up the issue,that Thaw's commit- 
ment to Matteawan is Illegal . The 
first writ was designed to bring about 
a test of Thaw's sanity. .' Both writs 
were returned to Justice Bijur today. 
Hearing on the first one he adjourned 
until later, today to allow time for 
service of the1 order of Justice Ingra- 
ham of the appellate division of the 
supreme court . The second writ re- 
ferred to Justice Alfred Page1 before 
whom the trial of Thaw was recently 
conducted. 
This writ, it was admitted, was 
simply a technical move as Justice 
Page has already-ordered-the return 
to Matteawan of Thaw. He was ex- 
pected to promptly dismiss the sec- 
ond writ. Then the order of Justice 
Ingraham. requiring that Thaw be kept 
in the Tombs until argument was 
heard upon the appeal of Justice 
Page's decision, was to be served.

SENATOR BICHLER SEES JUSTIFI- 


CATION FOR A RENEWAL OF 


SUCH ACTIVITY. 


MILWAUKEE IS SCORED 


Charge* That Supervisors Have Not 
•esn Sincere In Their Promisee 


to Make Land Grant. 


Madison, WIs., March 19.—Because 


Milwaukee 
taxpayers are already 


heavily burdened with taxes, and 
claiming that former Chairman Sch- 
wemer of the Milwaukee county board 
made an unauthorized promise to the 
legislature that the county would do- * 
nate certain lauds for state fair pur- 
poses, a delegation from the board 
told the joint finance committee of the 
legislature yesterday afternoon - that 
the rounty dannot assume the burden 
of giving land to the state. 
This statement fired Senator W. J. 
Bichler to an impassioned attack on. 
those who had been responsible for 
committing tbe state to its policy on. 
this matter, and charging' that the 
eouny board had fooled and "horn- 
schwoggled' the legislature palpably. 
He frankly stated that this admission 
by the supervisors might be justifica- 
tion for renewal of activity by other 
localities in the state for the removal 
of the fair. 


Bichler Get* Support. 
Senator C. H. Everett backed up 
Senator Bichler, and testimony of the " 
same character came from Assembly- 
man Carl Hanson. 


The law of 1913 appropriated $255,- • 
000 for state fair improvements, con- 
ditioned on the donation by Milwau- 
kee county of land, adjacent to the 
fair grounds. Assemblyman Bradley's 
bill to repeal this law was heard later 
in the afternoon. 
Supervisor George Hemsing stated 
tbe position of the board as 
deter- 
mined at Wednesday's meeting in Mil- 
waukee. 


"Any criticism in Milwaukee," he 
said, "is not directed to the compe- 
tency of the fair board but more to 
the state's policy of handicapping the 
fair by refusing to supply adequate 
funds to run it properly. I believe 
also that an open fair on Sunday 
would add thousands of dollars to the 
receipts and help to stave off con- 
stant deficits. It is unfortunate that 
the legislature two years ago made 
tbe condition it did considering these 
times of industrial depression. It is 
Loo much to ask that Milwaukee coun- 
Ly assume this burden of $100,000 to 
S160.000 in times when the laboring 
classes are taxed to the limit. They 
should not be taxed for anything not 
absolutely necessary. Milwaukee coun- 
Ly already pays a large state tax. We 
feel that the great state of Wisconsin 
can well make this appropriation for 
the needed 
improvements. 
Talk 
ibout removing the fair should not be 
brought into this discussion. That 
should: -be- considered 
Independently 
of this proposition. But there is no 
question about Milwaukee being the 
proper place to hold the fair. 
No 
other place can furnish the crowds' 
that Milwaukee turns out. 


Need No More Land. 


M. A; Hoyt, Milwaukee editor, 
iverred that the fair needs no more 
and when twenty-eight acres of the 
jresent plat are unused now. 
Senator C. H. Everett said: 
"Milwaukee county has played fast 
md loose with the state fair board 
ind the legislature the last two years. 
- a mglad we now know where the 
county board stands. They have al- 
ways said to us: 'Not at this time— 
wait until some future time.' It is 
now time to cease fooling with the 
Milwaukee county board and to go 
ahead and do something- on the state 
air proposition." 
Senator Bichler said: 
"I am also glad Milwaukee county 
ias at last come out in the open and 
:old where it stands. I want to tell 
Milwaukee county that it is not a 
matter of being difficult to wipe out 
his appropriation. I can assure them. 
t is going to be very easy to get sup- 
port for the removal of the fair to any 
of the localities which bid for it two 
vears ago. Those localities now tell 
us they knew Milwaukee was not sin- 
cere and was 'hornschwoggling' the 
est of the state. I realize now we 
were misled. I think it is up to Mil- 
waukee county now, before we act on. 
hese bills, to tell the legislature 
where it stands. I am not one who 
s going to be fooled twice on this 
-imposition."

Sam learned these things from read- 


log. But, when he kaew them, all he 
liad to do was to look about the farm 
and learn more things by observation.

he knew that potash was plentiful. If

the plants before they should he knew 
the soil needed phosphoric acid.

He waited until It was Just 


ready to silk; then he went to 
and bought 400 pounds of fer- 


tilizer. He had this mixed to suit him- 
self, for he had figured out Just what 
he thought the corn needed-so much 
nitrogen and so much phosphoric acid. 
With this fertiliser he went over each 
row of the acre, sprinkled it around 
the stalks and worked It into the sol) 


Fine as the corn was before, It now 


showed still further Improvement In 
a few days It was In full silk, and it 
seemed to leap up on receiving the 
stimulating food around its roots. But 
Sam wasn't through with the acre yet 
Every, now and then he went over It 
with a plow, Just skimming the sur- 
fece to break up the crust that com- 
menced to form. One month It was 
unusually dry, and the young farmer 
had a chance to see the good effect of 
this work. 
Hia corn kept its dark 


green color, and by scratching down 
two Inches, Just underneath the dust 
mulch, he found that the soil was per-

Sam tied white strings on them In 
conspicuous p laces.

Sam Powell had little or no time for 
pleasure or recreation.

When Is Garden Soil 


Ready For Planting ? 


Average Back-Yard Sol! Is Poor, But 


Good Results May be Obtained 


If 
Careful 
Attention la 


Given It In the Spring. 


"When IB the proper time for pre- 
paring to plant one's garden?" 
The United States department Jot 
agrlculturea's specialist says that in 
the sprlnp as soon as the soil has 
dried so that a handful, when grasped 
in the hand and gripped ^y tne flngers 
•will slowly fall apart upon .being re- 
leased. It is in a fit mechanical condi- 
tion to prepare for planting. Clay or 
heavy sells should never be 
-worked 
while wet. More injury may be done 
by doing this than can be overcome 
in several years of careful culture. 
"When the soil is found dry, as de- 
scribed above, the upper three inches 
should be made fine by the use of the 
hoe and steel-tooth rake; all rubbish, 
stones, and clods should be removed 
and the surface made even, somewhat 
compact, and as level as the contour 
of the area will permit. It 
may be 
mark-eel off for planting In conformity 
to the general plan of the garden. 


Much of the 
soil in 
the 
average 
•Back yard is not only poor in plant 
food and deficient in " decaying vege- 
table mattrr, but it Is hard and un- 
yielding. However, such is the basis 
which many a housewife or child has 
to use for the making of a garden. 
Teachers who plan school 'gardens 
for their pupils also have similar con- 
dition to meet. Therefore, in order 
to pet good results, careful attention 
must be given "to {lie 
the soil. 
preparation of 


Soils which are naturally mofst are 
lively to be sour and so not in the 


best condition for the crop. Whather 
sour or not. It will be well to have the 
pupils test them, which can be done 
as follows: Secure from a drug store 
a piece of blue litmus paper; 
then 
take a handful 
of the soil slightly 
moistened and place the paper on It. 
If sour the paper will turn red. To 
correct such a condition lime should 
be used. Cover the ground with a 
thin coat of air-slaked lime, which 
can probably be secured near-by 
at 
small cost, and work.this in •well. The 
use of the lime, while not a plant food, 
will correct the acidity and will Im- 
prove the physical condition of 
the 
soU. 


If the aoil is clayey or a stiff olay 
loam and the location is in a section 
where severe freezing gccurs, it will 
be found a decided advantage to give 
the area a heavy dressing of decom- 
posed manure in the autumn, and be- 
fore freezing weather sets in spade 
the land so as to turn the manure un- 
der and leave the soil in a rough, 
lump condition so as to secure the 
benefit of the digestive action of the 
winter freezes in reducing the soils. 
This should be repeated 
annually at 
the Tiorth. If the soil is light and 
sandy, a mulch of manure may be 
spread over it In the fall and the 
speading delayed until spring. 
In localities where the soil does not 
freeze, the manure may be applied in 
the autumn and the soil 
repeatedly 
spaded during the winter whenever it 
is dry enough to be worked. The 
value of freezing at the north can to 
an extent be attained by 
repeated 
spadings at th« south. The one gen- 
eral precaution which should always 
be ^bserved is never stir the soil 
while It Is wet.

Madison, Wis., March 19. — Senator 
A. P. Tomkins of Ashland has offered 
a bill relating 
to school boards In 
third class cities operating under the 
commission form of government. 
It 
provides that the school board shall 
consist of six members at large, ap- 
pointed by the mayor and 'confirmed 
by the council, and one councilman 
to be elected by the council. Of the 
at-large members, two shall serve for 
one year, two for two years, and two 
for three years, and thereafter each 
member at large shall be appointed 
for a term of three years and shall 
servef until his successor is appointed 
and qualified. 
The council shall an- 
nually elect one of its members to 
the board.

BELGIAN REFUGEES RETURN 


TO ESCAPE HEAVY IMPOSTS 


THAT TEUTONS WILL USE 


(Correspondence Associated Press) 
The Hague, March 19.—Thousands 


of Belgians who fled at the > moment 
of the Invasion of their country by 
the Germans have returned to their 
homes during the past few days in 
order to escape the impost 
laid bj 
the German authorities on all Bel- 
gians absent after March 1. This tax 
amounts to ten times the total of the 
ordinary tax paid yearly by Belgian 
business men and is applicable only 
to those persons who deserted their 
business and country at the appear- 
ance of the Germans on Belgian soil 
or when towns 
were 
taken by the 
German troops and have since resided 
in Holland, England and France. 
All the leading hotels of The Hague 
d other big Dutch cities have been 
filled with the wealthier class of Bel- 
gian refugees for several months, but 
today many of the men among them 
have disappeared, leaving their wom- 
en and 
children 
behind in safety 
Some of the men, however, are firm in 
their intention not. to do business in 
Belgium while the "Germans occupy 
the country and they express- their 
willingness to suffer loss of fortune 
rather than do any trade with an 
enemy who 
has devastated • their 
cities.
